Gage were looking for the place they 
met two negroes coming from the 
house, and the- blacks were forced 
to return and locate the place for 
the officers. 
Someone had evidently 
tipped off the bunch that officers 
were coming, as the crowd had be­ 
gun to scatter when the officers a r ­ 
rived. 
As the officers surrounded 
the house and blocked the doors with 
their guns, they were almost run 
down by the negroes being shoved 
out by those within who were trying 
to escape.

P. A. Lichlyter, ninety-one years 
of age, died at his home west of De­ 
catur Monday evening, after a long 
illness. 
Funeral services were con­ 
ducted Tuesday afternoon at 3:00 
o’clock at the Bethel church, after 
which interment took place in the 
Bethel cemetery. Mr. Lichlyter came 
to Wise county in 1872, locating 
near Decatur, and during all his long 
residence in this vicinity, he was 
known as a good and substantial citi­ 
zen, and a man whose word was as 
good as a bond. 
In the war be 
tween the states Mr. Lichlyter was a 
confederate soldier, and one of the 
bravest of the brave. 
He followed 
the fortunes of the intrepid Quan- 
trell and Shelby in Missouri, and the 
dashing excursions and exciting bat­ 
tles of these commands will live in 
song and story. 
Mr. Lichlyter was a 
quiet and unassuming man, and he 
seldom talked of his experiences in 
the conflict between the states.

was 
personally 
acquainted 
with 
Frank and Jesse James, in their boy­ 
hood days in Missouri, and when 
they were driven from their home 
with their crippled mother, Mr. Lich­ 
lyter, then a beardless youth, was a 
member of the command in which 
the James sought protection, and af­ 
terwards joined. 
For four long and 
weary years Mr. Lichlyter followed 
the fortunes of the confederate arms, 
and when the news came of Lee’s 
surrender at Appomattox, the little 
hand in Missouri, with ranks thinned 
by death and privations, laid down 
their arms and turned to peaceful 
pursuits. 
Some years after peace 
was declared Mr. Lichlyter went to 
Cuba and South America, a soldier 
of fortune; then he came to Texas, 
locating in Wise county. 
In 1874 
he married Miss Mattie Foster, and 
for forty-seven years they trod the 
path of life together. 
Mr. Lichlyter 
lived a long and useful life; he was 
a patriot, and he went to his grave 
loved and honored by all who knew 
him.

The eighth training battery, one 
hundred and twenty men, under com­ 
mand of Captain Joy, are camped at 
the tourists’ park, south of the city, 
arriving yesterday from Fort Worth.

When the thirty-sixth 
division was ordered to France “Jaw­ 
bone’’ made a desperate effort, he 
stated yesterday, to go along, but his 
wishes were disregarded by the gov­ 
ernment. and he returned to San An­ 
tonio, 
where he again 
“enlisted.” 
The name, “Jawbone,” was given the 
old man when he was with the boys 
on the Mexican horner, and in soldier 
parlance it means “credit,” which the 
fellow would extend to the soldiers 
when they were broke.

was a caller at the Messenger office 
yesterday afternoon, and while Im 
rested and recounted his experiences 
with the soldiers, we had his shoes 
reheeled, and wished him luck along 
the journey.

The rattlesnake ca tellers of the 
Brownsville, Texas, district are going 
through a period of severe depression, 
as live snakes at present are bringing 
only 8 cents a pound, according to T. 
Gilbert Pearson, president of the Na­ 
tional Association of Audubon Soci­ 
eties, who has just returned from the 
work of staking out a proposed 150,* 
000-acre tract in the southern tip of 
Texas as a game and bird sanctuary. 
The greatest rattlesnake establish­ 
ment in the world is maintained near 
Brownsville by a dealer named King, 
known as “Rattlesnake King.” He had 
more than KXI,OOO rattlers in stock 
during December, Mr. Pearson said. 
These are sold to zoological gardens, 
snake charmers, circuses, naturalists 
and snake lovers all over the country, 
but the demand has recently become 
low. Many Mexicans earn their living 
catching rattlers and are glad to get 
even 8 cents a pound for them. 
Air. Pearson’s mission was under­ 
taken at the request of Hie depart­ 
ment of agriculture for the purpose 
of mapping out a great game preserve 
In the extreme south of Texas, where 
a stretch of sandhills exists oil which 
are found between twenty and thirty 
species of birds, including game birds 
not found elsewhere in the United 
States.—New York Tribune.
